A sudden twister from the 
southwest swept through the 
Mitchell area about 4:15 p.m. 
Tuesday, damaging five homes 
and a shed, but causing no in¬ 
juries. Damage was estimated at 
“several thousand dollars." 

The path of the small tornado 
was about 200 feet wide through 
the south end of the 100 blocks 
of Troeckler and Kinder lanes 
between old U.S. 66-40 apd new 
Interstate Route 270, ana hardest 
hit was the frame home of Mr. 
and Mrs. George Churovich at 
908 East Chain of Rocks road. 

Luckily, Mr. and Mrs. Churo¬ 
vich and their four children were 
not at home. The parents were 
in St. Louis, and the children 
were with relatives. 

The twister knocked over a 
tin shed, blew small rugs and 
negligee high onto utility wires, 
blew off roof shingles, damaged 
trees, and in a stronger touch¬ 
down blew out the south wall of 
a storage shed at the Churovich 
home and also spun his parked 
pickup truck from the driveway 
alongside the house into the edge 
of a beanfield about 25 feet 
away. 

Sky Had Been Clear 

The arrival of the strong whirl¬ 
wind was unexpected and sudden 
as the skies were clear and then 
suddenly became dark and a few 
drops of rain fell. 

Mrs. George Stidham, 154 
Troeckler lane, whose patio fur¬ 
niture was tossed about in sev¬ 
eral other yards, said she heard 
a crash and went to her front 
door, thinking there was an ac¬ 
cident on nearby 1-270. “I heard 
a whine and thought it was a 
slate police car siren; then I saw 
this tremendous dust storm coin¬ 
ing toward the house. 

“I was just finishing my house-, 
cleaning when all this wind and 
dust blew through the house.” 

Her next door neighbor, Mrs. 
Robert Cochran. 141 Troeckler 
lane, also heard a crash and 
went to investigate. ‘T saw the 
dark clouds and dust blowing 
and then I saw the Mitchell fire 
department pull up at a house 
across the way. 

“Then I noticed there was no 
fire, and that the crash was de¬ 
bris blowing about. The children 
and I rushed inside and dove 
under a bed. It was all over in 
a matter of moments.” 

Porch Unrbofed 

A section of the front porch 
roof at the Cochran home was 
unroofed and metal guttering 
was blown down. A section of 
someone's white fence was in 
the top of a willow tree in their 
back yard. 

On Kinder lane, there was 
damage to siding, roof shingles 
and metal awnings at the homes

Rev. Alfred Buis, pastor of 
Hope Lutheran Church of Granite 
City, will attend the 47th con¬ 
vention of the Lutheran Church- 
Missouri Synod July 7-14 at New 
York City.

Dr. Oswald Hoffmann, speaker 
on the international Lutheran 
Hour broadcasts, will deliver the 
major essay during the conven¬ 
tion business sessions. His sub¬ 
ject will be “The Church.” 
Convention Theme 
The convention theme is 
"Justified by Grace,” a Refor¬ 
mation emphasis based on Ro¬ 
mans 3:24, “They are justified 
by His grace as a gift, through 
the redemption which is in Christ 
Jesus." 

At the opening convention Com¬ 
munion service July 7 in the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine. 
Rev. Dr. Theodore F. Nickel of 
Chicago, second vice-president of 
the Synod, will speak. 

Rev. Dr. Oliver R. Harms of 
St. Louis, headquarters of the 
Missouri Synod, will preside at 
the convention sessions. He has 
been president of the church 
body since 1962. The offices of 
the president and vico-presidenls 
are not subject to election this 
year, but delegates will ballot on 
a number of other posts in the 
Synod. 

Tours and several musical 
events have been scheduled. Rev. 
Dr. Kar! Graesser. president of 
the Synod’s Atlantic District, is 
chairman of convention arrange¬ 
ments. 

This will be the first time the 
Synod, whose membership is 
chiefly in the midwest, has met 
on the eastern seaboard.

Tomato Plant ^4 
Breakage Solved ■ ; 

A Granite Cityan has been j 
perplexed to find one of his 
tfimato plants broken upon in¬ 
specting his g a r d e n . in the 
mornings. He made the dis¬ 
covery each morning for three 
mornings. 

Thinking it might be his chil¬ 
dren, he talked to them and 
learned otherwise, and later he 
commented on the unusual cir¬ 
cumstances while with a group 
of acquaintances. 

An expert gardener advised 
him to watch the plants closely 
in the morning to see if it 
wasn’t a starling snipping at 
the leaves. He made the early 
morning surveillance and found 
that it was a starling who 
would grab a leaf and then 
back up along the ground, pull¬ 
ing off the leaf and snapping' 
the young tomato plant stalk. 

The solution—offered by the 
expert—a piece of string tied to 
an upright stick by the plant 
with a piece of pnfoil on the 
end to blow around. 

Result—no more broken to¬ 
mato plants. 

Say Annexation 
Suit to be Filed 

A circuit court proceeding chal¬ 
lenging the legal right of Granite 
City to annex the 20-acre Grigsby 
junior high school site is being 
prepared and will be filed within 
the next week to ten days, the 
Nameoki town board was told in 
regular meeting Tuesday night. 

Harry Briggs, Nameoki town¬ 
ship supervisor, also told the 
board that a law suit for $1500 to 
pay for work done by the town¬ 
ship highway department in the 
repair of five blocks of street in 
State Park Place will be filed In 
a few days against the munici¬ 
pally owned water department of 
the city of Collinsville. 

Nick Vasileff, township attor¬ 
ney, said the annexation suit is 
being prepared in his office for 
filing with the circuit court clerk 
soon. The petition will challenge 
Granite City’s legal right to ah- 
nex a section of Pontoon road 
so that it could annex the school 
site without a referendum. State 
law permits annexation of con¬ 
tiguous territory without a vote, 
but the township contends that 
in this cage Granite City had to 
extend i t s annexed territory 
along Pontoon road to reach the 
school site. 

The board considered only rou¬ 
tine business during the brief 
session. It approved a motion to 
purchase two instant developing 
cameras to be used by township 
inspectors and discussed ways 
and means of halting long delays 
by trains at township railroad 
crossings.

Theoretically and probably in actuality, a 
single local municipality could serve ^Juad-City- 
ans much more efficiently and economically than 
the present division into three cities, a village 
and several unincorporated areas of varying size 
and population density. 

Until the time that such unification becomes 
feasible, the Tri-City Regional Port District has 
the territorial jurisdiction and to an extent the 
authority to substitute for a unified city in per¬ 
forming some governmental services. An example 
of this is the current study of whether to construct 
a waste disposal plant to meet die needs of the 
entire community. 

Unless there are unforeseen costs or difficul¬ 
ties. it would appear that joint dumping and dis¬ 
posal of garbage and other refuse could be car¬ 
ried out more simply and at substantial savings 
through a single program than through duplica¬ 
tion. For this reason, the Port District and cities 
ought to explore the possibility thoroughly and 
. constructively. 

And whether or not the joint disposal plan 
becomes a reality, the study illustrates the value 
of an agency—and eventually a municipality— 
that does not have to regard political boundary 
lines as shackles on its service to the public.

Destroy rubbish, papers and

tion. 

Don’t overlook the garage and 
yard either. Police the area! If 
it doesn’t grow or isn’t nailed 
down, pick it up. 

But don’t let your spring 
cleaning cause accidents either. 
Be sure that the ladders you use 
are in good condition, and use 
them at safe angles. Don’t re¬ 
move storm windows when it is 
windy* And above all, don’t try 
to do too many jobs in one day. 
Plan jobs, area by area, and 
allow time for thoroughness and 
safety. 

Freezer-Storing sweet Cream 

Can sweet cream be frozen 
satisfactorily? If so, what is its 
storage life? How should it he 
thawed? i. 

Sweet cream that has been 
pasteurized and that has at least 
40 percent butterfat can be frozen 
satisfactorily, reports Mrs. Aiko 
Perry, member of the food re¬ 
search staff. University of Illi¬ 


nois Department of Home Eco¬ 
nomics. 

It can be stored for two or 
three months without marked de¬ 
terioration. However, it should be 
packaged properly in waxed con¬ 
tainers and frozen as rapidly as 
possible. The storage tempera¬ 
ture should be 0°F. or lower. 

Thaw the cream in the refrig¬ 
erator or at room temperature 
and mix it lightly before you 
use it. 

Cream with less than 40 per¬ 
cent butterfat is not satisfactory 
for freezing. The low tempera¬ 
ture causes the butterfat to sepa¬ 
rate from the milk or whey. 

Say ‘No’ For Safety Sake 

There are occasions when par¬ 
ents should say “No” to their 
children. And many of the "No” 
occasions concern riding in a 
car. 

Say “No” to lollipops and ice- 
cream-on-a-stick while children 
are riding. Hitting a bump or a 
swerving of the car may turn the 
treat into a threat to your child’s 
life. At “treat-time,” play it safe 
and take a break from riding. 

Say “No” to all rough-housing, 
friendly or otherwise. When chil¬ 
dren get out of hand, pull off the 
road or highway and stop. Let 
them settle their differences out 
of the car. 

Say “No” to hard, sharp^dgcd 
cr heavy toys "for car-riding 
amusement. Such toys can be 
hazardous even when not in use. 
Stowed on the rear deck, they 
can fly like shrapnel when the 
car makes a sharp turn or stops 
suddenly. 


The problem is that it’s almost 
impossible to get the meat into 
the average oven if you insert 
the thermometer at the top of 
the roast.

“Battered Child” Law Effective 
Reports of suspected cases of 
child abuse since enactment of 
the Illinois “battered child” law 
on July 1, 1965, will top the 1000 
mark sometime this summer, 
Cyril H. Winking, director of the 
Department of Children and 
Family Services, said this week. 

Winking said hospitals and 
physicians continue to report an 


average of nearly 40 cases per 
month, a pattern established 
early in the department’s admin¬ 
istration of the law. 

During the 10 - month period 
ending April 30, 384 cases were 
reported. There were 405 dur¬ 
ing the same period the previous 
year. A sharp decline was noted 
in the number of reported deaths. 
Twenty-four, deaths reported for 
the 10 -month period, compare to 
43 deaths in the same time span 
the previous year. 4 . 

The state Child Abuse Law re¬ 
quires physicians and hospitals 
to report to the Department of 
Children and Family Services all 
suspected cases of abuse within 


24 hours of the examination of 
the child. The law gives those 
filing reports immunity from 
prosecution.

Mental Hospital 
For Vets To Be 
Dedicated June 25 

The modern concept or a men¬ 
tal hospital for the care of vet¬ 
erans will be demonstrated and 
shown to the public during ded¬ 
ication June 25 at the Veterans 
Administration Hospital, Dan¬ 
ville, III. 

Ceremonies headed by Admin¬ 
istrator of Veterans Affairs Wil¬ 
liam J. Driver will mark the 
near completion of the fifth and 
final stage of a paodemization 
program which has changed the 
original soldiers’ home into one 
of VA's finest hospitals. 

Being dedicated are three 
type, already activated, and an 
almost completed general activi¬ 
ties building which will serve 
the entire hospital. 

Tours of the facilities will en¬ 
able visitors to see for them¬ 
selves the long steps VA has 
taken in the care of the mental¬ 
ly ill, although the Danville hos¬ 
pital is no longer exclusively a 
mental hospital but provides 
treatment to medical and surgi¬ 
cal patients as well. 

1600 Patients 

For many years Danville has 
had an average patient load of 
about 1600 psychiatric patients. 
Today it stilL has approximately 
1600 patients, but more than 200 
beds are in a general medical 
and surgical building and serve 
the community as well as psy¬ 
chiatric patients having medical 
and surgical conditions. 

Even psychiatric patients find 
few doors locked. In fact the 
three new buildings were con¬ 
structed with maximum freedom 
for patients in mind. Six pa¬ 
tients out of seven have com¬ 
plete freedom of the grounds. 

The new treatment buildings, 
each with 240 beds, are distinct 
in appearance from any other 
structures at.Danville; being all 
on one floor they require no ele¬ 
vators and were designed along 
functional principles. They are 
the first of their type being con¬ 
structed by the VA. 

$10,600,000 Cost 

Their cost along with the spe¬ 
cial activities building is about 
$10.6 million. During earlier 
phases of the modernization 
another $6 million had been spent- 
on a new administration-treat¬ 
ment building, a new theater, a 
new boiler plant and the modern¬ 
ization of the medical-surgical 
building. 

Still gracing the grounds are 
some of the old red brick bar¬ 
racks buildings, but these are 
gradually being eliminated as pa¬ 
tient housing in favor of more 
efficient and modem structures 
such as those to be dedicated 
this month. 

Danville is unusual among VA 
hospitals in that it shares a large 
ground area and some buildings 
with a junior college. 

Three years ago the VA leased 
several buildings to the Danville 
Junior College which desperately 
needed a new home for its stu¬ 
dent body of about 1500. Last fall 
the seven buildings and 57 acres 
of unused hospital ground were 
deeded to the college. Mean¬ 
while students and patients min¬ 
gle in surprising' compatibility. 

Plans for the dedication were 
announced this week by Dr. 
Schaefer with the 2 p.m. cere¬ 
monies being the highlight of a 
busy day for the patients and 
5000 visitors that are expected.
